Vance Deery , who 
confessed she 
was one of the rob b ers that looted 
the b ank at New Palestine, Ind., De­ 
cemb er 29, getting away with $G,- 
6 06 .5 0 in cash, took the stand Sat­ 
u rday in the trial of Cordia Martin, 
who is alleged to b e another memb ei 
of the gang, and to'ld all the details 
of how the rob b ery was committed, 
according to an 
Indianap olis dis­ 
p atch. 
He not only 
describ ed the 
rob b ery of the b ank, b u t told of other 
p lans and attemp ts that 
had b een 
made and confessed committing sev ­ 
eral other rob b eries thereb y imp li­ 
cating Martin and Dan Wilp ems. 
The stories of the other job s were 
told b y Deery ju st as he had con­ 
fessed to the detectiv es. 
Deery said the rob b ing of th * New 
Palestine b ank had b een p lanned two 
months b efore it t » >k p lane and that 
it had b een arranged b y Martin, Wil­ 
liams and himself throu gh meetings 
held in Indianap olis and b y corre­ 
sp ondence. 
He said the Hm talk of the rob ­ 
b ery was ab ou ', Nov emb er, when he 
and Williams 
met in a 
saloon in 
Sou th Illinois street and arranged to 
meet with Martin ab ou t two weeks 
later: 
that ab ou t Nov emb er 19, the 
three met at the interu rb an station, 
Williams and Martin b ringing tools 
and p owder in a su itcase and (tliat 
the trio went on the c ir to Ju lietta, 
walking from there to New Palestine. 
It was their aim. 
according to 
Deery to b low the safe, b u t they were 
frightened awav b y a dog. 
They 
stay ed in a 
b am the 
rest of that 
night and the nex t day went b a c k to 
the b ank on the following night and 
were again driv en awav when a dog 
b arked. 
On Decemb er 29, Martin and Deery 
the latter said, went to New Palestine 
on an interu rb an car, Williams b ack­ 
ing ou t of the scheme at the last min­ 
u te. 
Martin op ened the front door 
and worked the 
comb ination 
that 
locked the three doors of the safe ac­ 
cording to Deery , the only light b e­ 
ing fu rnished b y p hosp horu s from 
match heads which were ru b b ed on 
the fingers. 
The “job ” took ab ou t 
two hou rs, he said, and all the while 
a dance was going on in a hall ab ov e. 
After getting the money Martin lock­ 
ed the safe doors and they went to 
the railroad. Deery said. 
The witness told of coming b ack 
to Indianap olis on a handcar »-n the 
C. H. & D and of the div ision of the 
money in an old hou se in Irv ington, 
the loot b eing 
div ided into 
three 
p arts, Williams getting 
more than 
$2.000 as “hu sh money .” Deery said 
he had sp ent all of his p ortion b y 
haring a “b ig time” and taking a trip 
to Canada b y way of 
Detroit and 
Chicago. 
The witness admitted he had talk­ 
ed to Martin while confined in jail 
and that Martin said “You arc the 
only gu y who can get me ou t of this 
scrap e.” 
Deery also said that Mar­ 
tin wanted him (Deery ) to p lay crazy 
when the case came u p for trial.

TWENTY-EIGHT HOURS 


Hard-Earned Victory lor Repre­ 


sentative Mann. 


Wash ington, Feb. 20.—After a con­ 
tinu ou s session of twenty -eigh t h ou rs 
th e filibu ster against th e omnibu s bill 
wa3 practically ended at 3:30 o’clock 
Su nday afternoon, wh en an agreement 
was reach ed tq recess ov er u ntil th is 
morning. A sad-looking lot of states­ 
men filed ou t of th e ch amber wh en th e 
respite finally came. 
Th ey h ad been 
pou nding away oratorieally all nigh t 
long and a large part of th e Sabbath 
and were sleepy , h u ngry and dis­ 
gu sted. 
Th e filibu ster ended in a h ard- 
earned 
v ictory 
for 
Representativ e 
Mann of Illinois, wh o with th e assist­ 
ance of forty or fifty su pporters, h eld 
u p th e majority of th e h ou se for forty 
h ou rs and finally forced th em to con­ 
sent to th e elimination of th e French 
spoliation and th e sb-called nav y y ard 
claims from th e bill. Wh at was satis­ 
factory to Mr. Mann, h owev er, did not 
meet with th e approv al of Representa­ 
tiv e Herbert Parsons of New York 
and Representativ e A. P. Gardner of 
Massach u setts, wh o are strong believ ­ 
ers in th e French spoliation claims, 
and th ey took u p th e filibu ster wh ere 
Mann left it off. It was with Mr. Par­ 
sons and Mr. Gardner th at th e su p­ 
porters of th e omnibu s claims bill 
finally made th eir agreement to recess 
ov er u ntil 11 o’clock th is morning, bu t 
th e h ou se will adopt a stringent par­ 
liamentary gag wh ich will terminate 
th e present filibu ster and will act as a 
safegu ard against oth ers at th is ses­ 
sion.

Washingto n, Feb. 20.—Thro ugh Rep­ 
resentativ e Samuel W. McCall o f Mas­ 
sachusetts, President Taft no tifies co n­ 
gress and the co untry o f his intentio n 
to call a special sessio n o f co ngress 
in the ev ent o f the failure by the sen­ 
ate to v o te o n the Canadian recipro ci­ 
ty agreement. 
The president’s deter­ 
minatio n in this matter is clearly dis­ 
clo sed in a fo rmal statement giv en o ut 
by the Massachusetts man as he was 
leav ing the White Ho use Sunday night 
after a co nference with Mr. Taft. Op­ 
po nents o f recipro city in the senate 
hav e been ho ping that the special ses­ 
sio n talk wo uld pro v e gro undless, but 
Sunday night s statement kno cks the 
last pro p fro m under them o n this 
sco re. 
Mr. McCall, o bv io usly speaking by 
autho rity o f Mr. Taft, no t o nly makes 
it clear that co ngress will be called 
back if the senate fails to v o te o n the 
agreement, but also serv es no tice that 
members who blo ck actio n o n reci­ 
pro city at this sessio n will be held re­ 
spo nsible fo r any business depressio n 
o r disturbance that may result fro m 
attempted tariff rev isio n by the Demo ­ 
crats in a special sessio n.

Call statement go es further. Thro ugh

lieutenants regarding a “hoodie” fund

Had It not been for Foreman Wood- 
yard and his conscientious followers 
the Investigation long ago would have 
been a m atter of history. 
As the 
| county officials, almost ¿o a man, have 
ii made desperate efforts to strangle It, 
the grand jury has work ed against al­ 
m ost overwhelming odds, but so far 
has bravely withstood the assaults 
and attem pted to do its sworn duty. 
This week should tell how deep into 
the mire of corrupt politics the tjury 
can probe.

With but Two Weeks Rema ining Fo r 
Actio n Leg isla tiv e Lea ders Are Be­ 
g inning to Rea lize Tha t if Pro g ra m 
Is Ca rried Out Much Rema ins to Be 
Do ne—Ho use Co mpla ins cf Sena te 
Ina ctio n. 


Indianapolis. Feb. 20.—As the time 
for the adjournm ent of the general 
assembly draws near, members of the 
house and the senate have become 
alarmed at the prospect of failing to 
accomplish anything of conseq uence, i 
There is a widespread insurrection 
among house majority members on the 
q uestion of passing the Proctor regu­ 
lative bill. Forty-four members of the 
majority, it is understood, are opposed 
to mak ing the Proctor restrictive bill 
a caucus m easure and they will try 
to prevent any caucus action being 
tak en on the bill. 
Less than twenty 
members of the house m ajority, it was 
stated, will vote for the $700 and $500 
license clause in the bill. 
They con­ 
tend that it is not a platform meas­ 
ure, and that the party is not bound 
to enact such a law. 
No t Alto g ether Plea sed. 
Speak er Veneman. and the members 
of the house are not altogether pleas­ 
ed with the failure of the senate to 
get through some of the house bills. 
Only three house bills have been pass­ 
ed by the senate. They are the m eas­ 
ures appropriating $103,000 to pay for 
the state fair grounds pavilion bonds, 
appropriating $120,000 for the ex pense 
of the session and providing for pay­ 
m ent of miners week ly. 
W hile there 
may not be an open boycott declared 
by the house against senate bills, the 
members resent the inaction of the 
senate, and may hold up senate bills 
in the future. The feeling was shown 
Saturday when a motion to fix the 
time of meeting again was under con­ 
sideration. 
“There’s no use having a session 
until the senate gets something done,” 
one member shouted. ‘‘It would tak e 
the senate the rem ainder of the ses­ 
sion to pass the bills which have al­ 
ready been delivered by the house.” 
The violent opposition to the gov­ 
ernor’s plan of adopting a new consti­ 
tution has placed the party in an em­ 
barrassing position, and it is predicted 
that the effect of the issue in the cam­ 
paign of 19 12 will not be changed ma­ 
terially w hether or not the Democrat­ 
ic m ajorities in the two houses pass 
the constitution hill. 
While it is be­ 
lieved that the 
hill will pass both 
houses, it Is ex pected that some ugly 
things may be said about It by the 
Democratic 
insurgents 
unless 
an 
agreem ent is reached to “grin and 
hear” the humiliation of acting con­ 
trary to personal judgment. 
Pra ise Fo r Spea ker. 
It has been hinted for several days 
that there will be no congressional 
reapportionment 
ex cept where 
the 
changes in population mak e it abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
The governor is 
k nown to he reasonably well satisfied 
with the present district boundaries 
and 
is 
not 
favorable 
to 
radical 
changes. 
Speak er Veneman is being praised 
on all sides for his im partiality in 
rulings. 
He has been considerate es­ 
pecially to the Republican minority, 
and it is said that the Republicans 
could not have fared b etter under a 
speak er of their own choosing. 
The 
speak er is fairly well satisfied with 
the progress of the session thus far. 
The house organization has'been very 
loose from the beginning, and in many 
instances this condition has prevented 
Mr. Veneman from driving through 
im portant 
measures 
with 
dispatch. 
T he speak er asserted that he believed 
the closing days of the session would 
m ark the passage of a sufficient num­ 
ber of bills to save the party from 
criticism for inactivity. He is not in­ 
clined to m easure the progress of the 
session by the num ber of bills passed. 
He believes the party has done some 
of its most effective work in suppress­ 
ing legislation. 
The program of the present week is 
very uncertain. 
Generally the house 
will seek to advance bills to second 
and third reading, hut the restrictive 
saloon m easure may req uire two or 
three days for passage.
